ENDOWED  BEDS 


An  individual  may  endow  a  bed  in  an  adult's  ward  by  the 
paynrient  to  the  Society  of  $7,500,  and  in  a  child's  ward 
by  the  payment  of  $5,000.  The  donor  shall  be  entitled  to 
nominate  an  occupant  of  such  an  endowed  bed,  which  right 
shall  not  be  assignable. 

The  will  of  a  decedent  may  give  a  similar  amount  to  the 
Society  to  endow  a  bed,  which  will  may  nominate  an  adult 
to  have  the  right  to  name  an  occupant  of  such  an  endowed 
bed  during  the  life  of  such  adult,  which  right  shall  not  be 
assignable. 

An  endowed  bed  may  also  be  created  by  a  contract 
between  a  donor  and  the  Society,  containing  such  pro- 
visions as  may  be  agreed  to  in  any  particular  case.

Certificate  of  Intention 
To  Incorporate  the  New  York  Society  for  the 
Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled 
(As  Amended  December  12,  1939) 

The  undersigned,  being  each  and  every  one  of  them  of  full  age  and 
Citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York,  desiring  to  associate  themselves  for  the 
benevolent  and  Charitable  objects  hereinafter  expressed,  that  they  may  be- 
come a  body  Corporate  and  politic,  and  be  enabled  to  conduct  the  business 
of  the  Society  in  the  City  and  County  of  New  York,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  "Act  for  the  incorporation  of  Benevolent,  Charitable,  Scien- 
tific and  Missionary  purposes,"  passed  April  12th,  1848,  and  of  the  Acts 
Supplementary  to  and  amendatory  of  the  same,  do  for  these  purposes  here- 
by certify: — 

I.  That  the  name  and  title  by  which  such  Institution  shall  be  known  in 
law,  is  the  "New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and  Crip, 
pled." 

II.  That  the  particular  purposes  and  powers  of  the  Society  shall  be  to 
maintain  a  general  Hospital  and  Dispensary  and  branches  within  and  with- 
out the  City  of  New  York  for  the  medical  and  surgical  care  and  treatment 
of  in-patients  and  out-patients;  to  supply  skillfully  constructed  appliances 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  cripples,  and  to  make  all  of  its  facilities  avail- 
able to  the  poorest  in  the  community,  and  to  do  all  things  incidental  to  the 
accomplishment  of  such  purposes. 

III.  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  manage  the  same  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  five  Vice  Presidents,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Recording  Secretary  and  twelve  Members,  to  be  chosen  annually. 

IV.  That  the  following  named  persons  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  first  year,  viz.:  James  Lenox,  Robert  B.  Minturn,  John  C. 
Green,  Stewart  Brown,  Apollos  R.  Wetmore,  William  A.  Booth,  Robert 
M.  Hartley,  Joseph  B.  Collins,  James  W.  Beekman,  George  Griswold,  John 
David  Wolf,  Enoch  L.  Fancher,  Jonathan  Sturges,  James  Knight,  Thomas

Legacies  of  cash  and  securities  credited  to  capital  amounting  to  $319,656.66  were 
received  during  the  year  ended  December  31,  1943. 

AUDITOR'S  REPORT:  We  have  audited  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Hospital 
for  Special  Surgery  of  the  New  York  Society  for  the  Relief  of  the  Ruptured  and 
Crippled.  Cash  and  charge  income  records  of  hospital  income  items  were  audited  by 
us  and  we  examined  and  inspected  vouchers  for  payrolls,  expenses  and  other  dis- 
bursements and  found  them  to  be  properly  charged.  Accruals  for  wages  and  taxes 
have  been  made  on  the  books  and  all  ascertained  liabilities  have  been  included  in  the 
accounts.  Cash  accounts  at  the  Hospital  were  verified  and  those  of  the  Treasurer  were 
confirmed  to  us  by  the  depository.  The  investments  in  the  custody  of  the  United  States 
Trust  Co.  of  New  York  were  confirmed  directly  to  us  by  the  bank.  In  our  opinion,  the 
above  statement  correctly  reflects  the  income  and  expense  of  the  Hospital  for  the 
year  ended  December  31,  1943.

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THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  my  annual  report  of  the  professional  ac- 
tivities of  the  Hospital  for  1943. 

I  wish  first  to  pay  tribute  to  the  energy  and  resourcefulness  of  Mr. 
Keller  and  Miss  Logotheton  who  succeeded  in  spite  of  innumerable  diffi- 
culties in  maintaining  the  hospital  services  without  sacrificing  our  standards. 
Shortages  of  personnel  among  the  nursing,  the  housekeeping  and  the 
clerical  staff  were  constant  and  worrying  problems.  Only  those  who  have 
been  in  close  contact  with  their  work  will  understand  the  discouragement 
they  encountered  or  the  obstacles  which  they  had  to  overcome  in  order  to 
achieve  this  result.  We  owe  great  thanks  to  those  volunteers  who  gave  such 
faithful  and  self-sacrificing  service  and  without  whom  the  hospital  could 
not  have  continued  to  operate.  The  figures  given  in  the  Director's  report 
deserve  to  be  emphasized;  the  number  of  volunteer  workers  was  575  and 
they  gave  37,102  hours  of  service.  This  is  almost  equivalent  to  thirteen 
persons  working  eight  hours  daily  every  one  of  the  365  days  of  the  year. 
Many  of  our  Red  Cross  Nurses'  Aids  have  now  become  veterans  who  take 
their  full  share  of  the  nursing  work.  Some  155  of  them  gave  us  the  equiva- 
lent of  2,003  days  of  eight  hour  labor  during  the  year.  Our  thanks  must 
also  be  extended  to  the  eighteen  men  who  gave  voluntary  service  in  the 
bedside  care  of  our  patients. 

An  event  of  considerable  interest  to  old  alumni  of  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  was  the  retirement  of  Miss  Fox  after  35  years  of  faithful 
service  to  the  hospital.  When  she  first  joined  the  nursing  staff  the  hospital 
still  stood  at  the  corner  of  Lexington  and  42nd  Street  and  she  learned  her 
operating  technique  under  Doctors  Bull,  Downes,  Gibney,  Coley  and 
Walker.  In  her  long  service  as  operating  supervisor  she  trained  many  nurses 
in  sound  operative  technique  and  watched  over  the  operating  rooms  v/ith 
vigilant  care.  In  honor  of  her  retirement  a  tea  was  given  and  a  purse  pre- 
sented which  contained  substantial  evidence  of  the  good  wishes  of  the  staff. 
We  shall  miss  her  cheery  smile  and  we  wish  her  good  luck  and  God  speed. 

The  m.edical  staff  steadily  shrank  during  the  year  with  the  departure  of 
additional  members  to  join  the  military  forces.  These  included  Doctors  Bur. 
stein,  Dial,  Hoen,  Horwich,  Rizzo  and  Yankiver.  Only  a  skeleton  of  our 
original  staff  remains  and  all  are  carrying  an  additional  burden  of  respon- 
sibility. Owing  to  the  limited  quota  of  Residents  and  Fellows  permitted  us 
by  Procurement  and  Assignment,  it  was  necessary  to  create  the  posts  of 
Junior  Attending  Surgeons  to  which  were  appointed,  on  the  orthopaedic 
side.  Doctors  Straub  and  Rowen  and  on  the  Surgical  Service,  Doctor  Yan- 
kiver. Doctor  Frederick  vom  Saal  was  promoted  to  Assistant  Attending 
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Surgeon  and  assumed  a  much  larger  share  of  responsibility.  In  order  to 
comply  with  requirements,  the  number  of  orthopaedic  residents  was  re- 
duced from  eight  to  six  and  the  term  of  service  shortened  from  two  to  one 
year.  Since  we  do  not  have  an  intern  staff  to  draw  upon  for  residents  it  is 
impossible  for  us  to  comply  with  the  "9-9-9"  system  of  Procurement  and 
Assignment  and  we  are  filling  our  resident  staff  entirely  by  appointment  of 
men  who  have  been  rejected  from  military  service  because  of  physical  de- 
fects or  by  doctors  from  foreign  countries  who  come  to  the  United  States 
for  surgical  training.  These  men  are  excellent  workers  and  are  giving  splen- 
did service  and  will  qualify  as  worthy  alumni  of  the  Society  for  the  Rehef 
of  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled.  The  surgical  service  had  some  vacancies  in 
its  residencies  but  was  able  to  carry  on  by  prolonging  the  service  of  some 
of  its  men. 

An  innovation  at  the  Hospital  during  the  year  was  the  assignment  to  us 
of  medical  students  from  the  third  year  class  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  Columbia  University.  These  men  come  to  us  in  groups  of 
three  for  a  period  of  two  months  under  an  elective  course  in  Surgery.  They 
are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  Children's  and  Adult  divisions  of  the  Ortho- 
paedic Service  and  to  the  Surgical  Service.  They  spend  five  days  a  week  at 
the  hospital  and  assist  in  operations  and  in  the  treatment  of  patients.  The 
course  has  proved  popular  and  is  booked  full  throughout  the  year.  We  en- 
joy the  stimulating  influence  of  these  young  men. 

Because  of  the  shortage  of  nurses  and  other  personnel  it  was  necessary 
to  curtail  some  of  the  hospital  services  during  the  year.  Ward  4  was  closed 
and  the  extra  beds  in  the  center  of  Wards  i  and  3  removed.  This  reduced 
the  bed  capacity  by  about  25.  During  most  of  the  year  Ward  2  was  used 
for  admissions  and  Ward  9  was  used  for  active  treatment  for  children. 
Ward  10  is  still  devoted  to  the  Kenny  treatment  of  poliomyelitis  and  this 
further  reduces  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  for  active  surgical  treatment. 
Such  restrictions  have  been  required  of  many  other  hospitals  besides  our 
own  by  the  exigencies  of  the  war.  For  some  years  it  has  been  the  policy  of 
the  hospital  to  close  the  Out  Patient  clinics  on  Saturday  afternoons  during 
the  summer.  This  fall,  after  thorough  study  by  the  Medical  Board,  it  was 
deemed  advisable  not  to  reopen  this  clinic  and  it  will  continue  closed  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  impose  no  particular 
hardship  on  the  patients  who  could  always  arrange  to  come  on  other  days 
for  treatment  and  it  offered  the  advantages  of  giving  some  relief  to  the 
medical  and  nursing  staffs  and  of  solving  the  problem  of  giving  half  days 
off  to  various  hospital  employees  in  the  middle  of  the  week.  It  is  important 
to  point  out,  however,  that  our  emergency  ward  remains  open  continuously 
day  and  night  every  day  of  the  week  so  that  facilities  for  emergency  treat- 
ment are  always  available. 
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For  many  years  the  need  for  facilities  for  Roentgen  therapy  has  been 
felt  at  the  hospital.  Such  treatment  is  frequently  required  not  only  by  pa- 
tients suffering  from  cancerous  disease,  but  also  from  inflammatory  and 
painful  conditions  such  as  arthritis.  Through  the  personal  efforts  of  Dr. 
Cornelius  Traeger  of  the  Arthritis  Clinic,  a  cash  donation  of  seven  thou- 
sand dollars  was  obtained  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  a  Roentgen 
therapeutic  machine.  Plans  are  now  being  made  for  its  installation  in  the 
Department  of  Roentgenology  and  w^e  are  looking  forward  with  much  in- 
terest to  this  addition  to  our  therapeutic  facilities. 

In  the  midst  of  war  with  its  necessary  restrictions  upon  structural  changes 
and  developments,  v/e  are  busy  with  plans  for  post-war  developments.  The 
Board  of  Managers  appointed  a  planning  commission  composed  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Board,  the  Director  and  the  Surgeon-in-Chief.  Several  meetings 
have  been  held  at  which  the  opinions  and  advice  of  leading  physicians, 
hospital  administrators  and  medical  educators  have  been  sought.  We  feel 
that  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  for  the  future  of  the  hospital  to  study 
the  hospital's  position  in  relation  to  the  changing  order  and  to  arrive  at  a 
wise  policy  for  future  development.  Letters  have  been  sent  to  the  members 
of  the  staff  who  are  in  military  service  soliciting  their  opinions  and  advice. 

We  are  proud  of  the  records  being  made  by  the  members  of  our  staff 
v/ho  are  in  military  service.  From  every  side  we  hear  of  the  fine  achieve- 
ment of  our  doctors  who  are  stationed  at  home  or  abroad.  These  include 
not  only  those  v/ho  are  members  of  the  hospital  staff  but  also  our  large 
alumni  family  in  whom  we  take  equal  pride.  When  the  deeds  and  accom- 
plishments of  all  these  men  are  compiled  at  the  end  of  the  war  a  large  vol- 
ume will  be  required  to  contain  them  and  we  shall  take  great  pride  in  their 
achievements.  It  is  impossible  in  fairness  to  all  to  single  out  any  for  men- 
tion here;  nor  do  we  forget  the  efforts  of  our  nurses  and  physiotherapists 
and  others  of  the  hospital  staff  who  each,  in  their  own  way,  are  making 
such  important  contributions  to  the  military  efforts  of  our  country. 

Orthopaedic  Service: 

Our  house  and  out-patient  department  appointments  and  operating  sched. 
ules  were  faithfully  kept  during  the  year.  The  usual  ward  rounds,  clinical 
conferences  and  teaching  sessions  were  also  held  in  spite  of  the  reduced 
number  of  our  staff  and  the  clinical  problems  presented  by  our  patients  re- 
ceived as  careful  consideration  as  ever.  The  reduction  of  bed  capacity  of 
the  hospital,  which  necessarily  resulted  in  fewer  admissions  and  smaller 
operating  lists,  was  accepted  in  good  part  by  our  staff  and  residents.  All  of 
the  special  orthopaedic  clinics  with  the  exception  of  the  Club  Foot  Clinic 
and  the  Fracture  Clinic  have  been  closed.  The  Scoliosis  Clinic,  now  in  its 
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tenth  year,  kept  up  its  record  of  fine  work  under  Dr.  Cobb.  Dr.  Bittinger 
continued  her  direction  of  the  Club  Foot  Clinic  and  Plaster  Room. 

We  welcomed  the  arrival  of  Doctors  deGoes  and  Machado  from  Brazil 
and  Dr.  Olmeda  from  Paraguay.  They  rendered  such  valuable  service  as 
Fellows  that  Doctors  deGoes  and  Olmedo  were  later  appointed  residents. 
Doctors  from  the  South  American  Countries  will  look  increasingly  towards 
the  United  States  for  post-graduate  medical  education  and  we  must  plan 
to  meet  this  obligation. 

General  Surgery: 

The  number  of  house  cases  treated  on  the  service  in  1943  was  slightly 
smaller  than  in  1942  and  is  probably  explained  by  the  decrease  in  the  bed 
capacity  of  the  hospital  and  in  the  number  of  the  surgical  staff  now  work- 
ing. Another  probable  factor  is  that  many  of  the  patients  who  in  peace 
time  would  have  come  to  the  hospital  for  operation  are  now  being  cared 
for  in  military  or  army  hospitals. 

Owing  to  the  loss  of  so  many  of  our  staff  to  the  military  services  the 
work  is  now  being  carried  on  by  Doctors  Burdick,  Beekman,  Grace,  Hurley 
and  Maier  with  the  addition  of  Dr.  Gillespie  who  earned  our  thanks  by  re. 
turning  to  the  active  staff  to  help  our  during  the  emergency.  While  Pro- 
curement and  Assignment  still  allots  the  service  a  quota  of  three  residents, 
the  fact  that  we  do  not  use  interns  at  the  hospital  has  made  it  difficult  to 
keep  these  appointments  filled.  We  are  dependent  upon  men  who  are  dis- 
qualified from  military  service  because  of  physical  reasons  or  from  doctors 
from  foreign  countries,  a  very  uncertain  source  of  supply.  At  present  all 
the  appointments  are  filled  and  we  hope  that  this  staff  will  continue  to 
function  throughout  the  year. 

The  Urological  Department  continued  its  good  work  of  previous  years 
and  rendered  important  service.  We  are  grateful  that  the  department's 
staff  has  been  left  intact  and  that  we  can  still  depend  upon  Doctors  Taylor, 
Morrissey  and  Makowski  in  these  trying  times. 

The  Gynecological  Department  upheld  its  end  of  the  hospital  work 
thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Dr.  Barrows  and  his  staff.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Bowen 
he  now  has  the  assistance  of  Dr.  Hunter  Adamo  who  was  appointed  during 
the  year  to  replace  Lieut.  Commander  Eugene  T.  R.  Stone. 

The  Department  of  Otolaryngology,  as  usual,  treated  a  large  number  of 
patients  referred  to  it  during  the  year  both  from  the  out-patient  department 
and  the  house  and  rendered  valuable  assistance.  We  regret  the  loss  of  Dr. 
Barnes  by  resignation  but  Dr.  Breuning  is  fortunate  in  still  having  the  as- 
sistance of  Doctors  Evans  and  Drummond. 
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Medical  Service: 

The  Department  of  Medicine  and  Pediatrics  rendered  invaluable  service 
during  the  year  in  the  treatment  of  our  patients.  The  number  of  patients  ad- 
mitted to  the  house  including  private  and  chnic  cases  was  117  and  treat- 
ment was  rendered  192  hospital  employees  including  29  who  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  house.  Routine  medical  examination  and  supervision  was 
carried  out  for  everyone  of  the  children  admitted  to  the  children's  ward 
both  in  the  Orthopaedic  and  Surgical  Services.  We  were  fortunate  in  hav- 
ing a  low  incidence  of  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases.  There  were  two 
cases  of  measles  which  were  picked  up  during  the  incubation  period  and 
there  was  no  spread  of  the  disease  to  the  other  patients.  There  were  also 
twelve  cases  of  German  measles.  All  of  these  children  recovered  without 
complications. 

The  Department  of  Electro-Cardiography  showed  an  increase  of  15% 
in  the  number  of  patients  examined  over  the  previous  year.  We  wish  to 
express  our  appreciation  to  Dr.  Carey  Eggleston  who  interpreted  the  electro- 
cardiograms. Owing  to  the  departure  of  Doctors  Shore  and  Joyner  for 
service  with  the  military  forces,  it  was  necessary  to  decrease  the  number  of 
Pediatric  Clinics  held  each  week  from  three  to  one.  In  July  we  lost  the 
services  of  Dr.  Wheeler  to  the  war  effort  and  it  was  necessary  to  close  the 
remaining  clinic.  In  November  Dr.  Lucy  Rudd  joined  the  staff  and  the  clinic 
was  resumed  on  Wednesday  afternoons.  As  a  result  of  these  changes  there 
was  a  material  reduction  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  in  the  Pediatric 
Out-Patient  Clinic.  A  review  of  the  figures  of  patients  treated  in  the  Medical 
Clinic  shows  that  the  figures  remained  rather  uniform  during  the  past  three 
years.  There  was  a  drop  in  the  number  of  cases  treated  in  the  Obesity  Clinic 
due  to  the  termination  of  the  direct  admission  of  patients  and  of  transform- 
ing it  into  a  referred  clinic  for  patients  admitted  to  other  hospital  clinics. 

The  Arthritis  Clinic  continued  to  be  very  active.  The  total  number  of 
visits  increased  by  more  than  10%  over  1941  and  1942.  There  was  an 
increase  of  more  than  70%  in  the  number  of  new  patients  over  1942  and 
about  44%  over  1941.  This  resulted  entirely  from  the  interest,  enthusiasm 
and  careful  supervision  of  Dr.  Garfield  Snyder  who  as  usual  was  a  real 
inspiration  to  his  staff.  The  use  of  Ertron  therapy  (massive  doses  of  vitamin 
D)  is  being  continued  and  the  effect  of  such  medication  by  mouth  and  re- 
cently by  intramuscular  injection  is  being  studied.  Research  work  on  gold 
therapy  is  also  being  continued.  A  new  substance,  Lauron,  which  is  reputed 
to  be  as  effective  as  any  other  gold  salts,  but  less  toxic,  is  being  used.  The 
follow-up  clinic  which  is  now  in  its  fifth  year,  has  proved  to  be  an  ex- 
tremely useful  adjunct  to  the  clinic  activities.  This  affords  an  opportunity 
to  evaluate  the  results  of  treatment  over  a  longer  period  and  to  maintain 
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the  cooperation  of  the  patients  which  is  so  essential  in  a  chronic  disease 
such  as  arthritis. 

Department  of  Roentgenology: 

The  work  of  the  department  increased  during  the  year  approximately  13 
per  cent  over  1942.  A  total  of  10,010  patients  were  examined  and  approxi. 
mately  40,040  radiographs  made.  About  60  per  cent  of  the  work  was  for 
clinic  and  house  service  patients  while  the  balance  was  for  private  patients. 
Over  5  per  cent  of  the  work  was  free.  The  department  suffered  from  short- 
age of  technical  personnel  and  we  are  grateful  to  Dr.  Lewis  and  his  staff  for 
obtaining  these  results  in  spite  of  difficulties. 

Department  of  Physical  Therapy: 

Dr.  Hansson,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Therapy,  reports 
that  43,203  treatments  were  given  during  the  year  in  his  department.  These 
were  divided  as  follows:  clinic  patients- — 30,882;  private  ambulatory  pa- 
tients— 5,737;  in-patients — 6,584. 

The  training  of  physical  therapy  technicians  was  continued  during  the 
year  and  most  of  these  students  together  with  former  graduates  are  now 
serving  with  the  armed  services  in  this  country  and  abroad. 

The  Kenny  treatment  for  poliomyelitis  was  continued  as  a  responsibility 
of  the  department.  The  number  of  acute  cases  treated  was  61.  The  results 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  Kenny  method  is  satisfactory  in  the  acute  stages  of 
the  disease  but  that  the  orthopaedic  treatment  of  the  convalescent  patient 
must  be  carried  on  afterward  just  as  formerly  and  that  constant  vigilance 
is  required  to  prevent  deformities. 

Department  of  Occupational  Therapy: 

Due  to  the  enthusiasm  and  energy  of  Miss  Edith  Brokaw,  Director  of 
Occupational  Therapy,  this  Department  made  a  fine  showing  during  the 
past  year.  Chief  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  restoration  of  function  and 
the  percentage  of  work  along  this  line  showed  a  steady  increase.  With  the 
diversional  work  the  educational  value  was  stressed  and  some  progress  was 
made  in  the  direction  of  economic  rehabilitation  by  trying  to  get  the  am- 
bulatory male  patients  to  do  some  of  the  light  hospital  repair  work  in  the 
shop.  An  example  of  this  was  the  reseating  of  about  three  dozen  of  the 
lecture  room  chairs.  A  total  of  1,456  patients  received  11,415  treatments. 
Of  these  1030  were  house  patients  who  received  9,646  treatments  and  426 
were  out-patients  who  received  1726  treatments.  Approximately  33%  of  all 
the  patients  treated  were  functional  cases,  and  the  number  of  functional 
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treatments  given  was  about  20%  of  the  total.  Beginning  about  the  first  of 
the  year  a  small  charge  was  made  to  the  out-patients  for  functional  work. 
This  is  in  line  with  the  procedure  followed  in  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapy  and  seems  to  make  the  patient  more  aware  of  the  value  of  the 
treatments  they  are  receiving. 

The  department  cooperated  in  providing  clinical  training  for  students 
during  the  year.  There  were  five  students  from  New  York  University  and 
four  from  Columbia  University. 

The  need  for  additional  space  for  the  department  became  so  pressing 
that  a  plan  was  finally  worked  out  that  resulted  in  giving  much  larger 
quarters  on  the  west  side  of  the  sixth  floor.  Miss  Brokaw  lost  the  services 
of  her  two  assistants  during  the  year  but  was  fortunate  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  Miss  Doris  Nicols,  graduate  of  the  Boston  School  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy.  She  has  had  several  years  of  orthopaedic  experience  and  is 
a  splendid  addition  to  the  staff. 

Dental  Department: 

Dr.  Krieger  overcame  many  difliculties  during  the  year  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  standards  of  dental  service  at  the  hospital.  Owing  to  the  military 
needs  the  supply  of  dentists  has  become  as  short  as  that  of  medical  men. 
A  total  of  1080  visits  were  made  to  the  clinic  of  which  156  were  house 
patients  and  924  out-patients.  X-ray  examinations  were  made  of  248  pa- 
tients and  189  extractions  were  done  in  addition  to  many  other  treatments. 

Medical  Library: 

Dr.  Beekman,  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee  reports  that  the  Li- 
brary continued  to  be  used  a  great  deal  by  the  visiting  and  resident  staffs 
as  well  as  by  the  nursing  department,  students  from  the  physiotherapy 
classes,  and  medical  students  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons. 
There  were  2,335  registered  readers  and  many  more  who  failed  to  register. 
The  library  purchased  twenty  books  and  sixteen  others  were  donated.  45 
volumes  of  current  periodicals  were  bound  and  are  now  available  for  ref- 
erence. Subscriptions  to  28  journals  are  maintained  by  the  library  and  13 
others  are  donated  by  members  of  the  staff. 

Department  of  Social  Service: 

The  Department  of  Social  Service  was  a  bee  hive  of  activity  during  the 
years  under  its  capable  Director,  Mrs.  Dervend.  Space  is  too  limited  to  per- 
mit me  to  make  any  survey  of  its  numerous  activities.  Representatives  of  the 
department  work  in  almost  all  the  clinics  of  the  hospital  as  well  as  in  the 
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Children's  and  Adult  Orthopaedic  Service  of  the  house  and  the  most  cor- 
dial relations  exist  everywhere  between  these  workers  and  the  doctors  of 
the  staff.  It  is  impossible  in  words  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  medical  staff  for  the  fine  work  that  this  department  has  done. 
Without  it  much  of  their  work  would  fail  to  bear  fruit. 

Hospital  Needs: 

The  hospital  is  crowded  and  outgrown.  New  space  is  needed  to  permit 
tlie  expansion  of  many  worthwhile  departments  whose  efforts  are  limited 
at  present.  Our  Planning  Committee  is  making  a  survey  of  the  situation 
and  I  am  sure  they  will  make  worthwhile  suggestions  to  guide  our  future 
policy  and  development.  During  these  war  years  shortage  of  personnel  is 
the  most  pressing  problem  but  after  the  war  when  our  staff  returns  and 
the  many  vacancies  are  filled,  the  emphasis  will  be  upon  obtaining  addi- 
tional space  to  permit  better  organization  of  our  services.  These  structural 
changes  and  alterations  will  require  additional  funds  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  charitable  minded  persons  will  bear  the  needs  of  the  hospital  in  mind 
and  help  us  to  meet  the  tasks  of  the  future  and  maintain  the  position  of 
leadership  our  hospital  has  held  in  past  years. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  in  behalf  of  myself  and  of  the  medical 
staff  our  thanks  for  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Board  of  Managers  in 
our  work.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 

The  year  1943  marks  the  eightieth  year  of  the  hospital's  existence.  The 
year  just  past  has  been  a  most  challenging  one.  We  have  been  confronted 
with  many  new  problems,  but  through  the  loyalty  and  ingenuity  of  the 
many  faithful  members  of  the  hospital  staff,  we  have  been  able  to  surmount 
most  of  these  difficulties.  Many  of  the  new  problems  brought  on  by  the  war, 
such  as  governmental  regulations,  rationing,  priorities  and  the  finding  of 
substitutes  for  materials  have  become  more  or  less  accepted  and  now  are 
merely  routine.  Our  main  difficulty  and  concern  throughout  the  year  has 
been  that  of  personnel.  Many  measures  have  been  adopted  in  an  attempt  to 
solve  the  personnel  shortage.  During  the  year,  we  lost  407  employees  and 
hired  395  new  persons.  (These  figures  do  not  include  relief  nurses). 
Numerically,  this  is  over  100%  in  labor  turnover.  However,  we  must  report 
that  there  have  been  235  employees  who  have  been  with  us  a  year  or  more. 
Many  of  these  employees  have  served  the  hospital  faithfully  for  many  years. 
A  great  deal  of  credit  must  go  to  these  persons  for  they  have  been  the  back- 
bone of  the  organization  and  it  is  only  because  of  their  devotion  that  the 
hospital  has  been  able  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  service  to  its  patients. 
We  are  also  deeply  indebted  to  the  many  volunteers  who  have  given  so 
generously  of  their  time  in  many  departments  of  the  hospital,  many  after  a 
full  day's  work  in  regular  positions. 

It  has  been  most  inspiring  and  encouraging  to  those  responsible  for  the 
operation  of  the  hospital  to  see  hov/  people  have  responded  by  volunteering 
their  services  in  this  time  of  national  emergenq'.  The  volunteer  service  in 
our  hospital  has  increased  over  the  last  three  years  by  more  than  600%.  In 
1941,  there  were  99  volunteers  who  gave  6,720  hours.  In  1943,  there  were 
475  volunteers  who  gave  37,102  hours  of  service.  As  every  one  of  these 
volunteers  rendered  valuable  and  efficient  service,  we  do  not  care  to  empha- 
size the  volunteer  service  in  any  one  department  as  against  another.  How- 
ever, since  the  nursing  situation  is  most  critical  and  if  the  demand  for  this 
service  were  not  met,  the  hospital  would  be  unable  to  function,  we,  there- 
fore, would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  155  ladies  gave  16,025 
hours  of  nursing  care  as  Red  Cross  Volunteer  Nurses'  Aides.  There  were 
18  men,  trained  as  Volunteer  Medical  Aides,  who  gave  1,505  hours  of  bed- 
side care  to  patients.  These  Male  Medical  Aides  have  rendered  an  outstand- 
ing service  because  of  the  fact  that  a  large  part  of  their  time  was  given 
during  the  evening  and  night  hours  at  which  time  our  nursing  personnel  is 
at  a  practically  irreducible  minim.um.  During  the  year  it  has  been  necessary 
to  close  one  male  ward  and  to  reduce  the  number  of  beds  in  some  of  the 
other  wards,  a  total  of  25,  because  of  the  nursing  shortage.  If  it  had  not 
been  for  our  volunteers,  a  further  reduction  in  our  bed  capacity  would  have 
been  necessary. 
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There  have  been  few  changes  during  the  year  in  the  Heads  of  Depart- 
ments, but  we  have  been  fortunate  in  finding  competent  persons  to  fill  those 
positions  which  did  become  vacant,  namely,  Mr.  Dale  M.  McMullin  as 
Comptroller,  and  Mr.  Harry  Rashmajian  as  Chief  Pharmacist. 

The  statistical  record  of  the  hospital  compares  favorably  with  the  past

In  reviewing  the  physical  changes  in  our  plant,  it  is  rather  surprising 
to  see  what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  past  year  under  the  difficul- 
ties of  acquiring  labor  and  materials.  These  improvements  have  been  men- 
tioned in  the  monthly  reports  of  the  Director,  but  we  feel  that  a  few  of  the 
more  important  may  deserve  mention  here.  We  take  considerable  pride  in 
the  installation  of  new  compressors  for  refrigeration  in  the  kitchen  ice 
boxes  and  the  renovation  of  these  boxes.  During  the  summer  months,  ex- 
tensive weatherstripping  of  the  windows  was  done  throughout  the  hospi- 
tal. Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  painting  and  decorating 
throughout  the  buildings.  Practically  every  section  of  the  hospital  has  been 
freshly  painted  within  the  last  two  years.  The  Physical  Therapy  Depart- 
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ment  has  been  completely  redecorated  and  a  new  and  attractive  asphalt 
tile  floor  v/as  laid,  greatly  improving  the  appearance  of  the  entire  depart- 
ment. (For  changes  in  the  Occupational  Therapy  and  Social  Service  De- 
partments, see  Reports  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  and  Social  Service.)  The 
dumbwaiters  from  the  kitchen  to  the  various  pantries  have  become  obso- 
lescent. After  a  study,  it  was  decided  to  replace  two  of  these,  one  in  the 
east  and  one  in  the  west  shaftway,  with  new  dumbwaiters  and  to  place  in  as 
good  working  condition  as  possible  the  remaining  two,  one  in  each  shaft. 
A  contract  for  this  installation  has  been  let. 

Despite  the  war,  Christmas  w-as  celebrated  here  at  the  hospital  with  no 
curtailment  of  entertainment  or  gifts  for  our  patients,  especially  the  chil- 
dren. It  seemed,  in  fact,  that  many  generous  persons  and  organizations 
showered  our  children  with  a  larger  amount  of  gifts  than  in  years  past. 
Unfortunately,  space  does  not  permit  the  mention  of  all  persons  who  con- 
tributed to  the  entertainment  of  our  children  at  Christmas  time  and 
throughout  the  year.  To  all  these  kind  and  thoughtful  persons,  we  are 
greatly  indebteed.  Through  the  year,  numerous  friends  of  the  hospital  have 
contributed  most  generously  with  funds  and  gifts  which  have  furnished 
entertainment  for  the  diversion  and  cheer  of  our  patients  during  the  year. 

We  are  listing  on  subsequent  pages  those  of  our  staff  who  are  serving 
our  country  with  the  armed  forces.  This  honor  roll  is  an  enviable  one.  We 
are  proud  of  their  accomplishments  which  reflect  great  credit  on  our 
hospital. 

The  Director  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  entire  person- 
nel for  the  loyalty  they  have  shown  to  him  and  to  the  hospital  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  and  responsibilities,  be  they  directly  or  indirectly 
concerned  with  the  care  of  our  patients. 

The  Director  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Surgeon- 
in-Chief,  the  Medical  Board,  the  Women's  Auxiliary  Social  Service  Com- 
mittee and  the  administrative  staflf  of  the  hospital  for  their  keen  under- 
standing, their  valuable  assistance  and  advice  with  the  many  unusual  ad- 
ministrative problems  which  have  confronted  us  during  the  past  year.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMEN'S  AUXILIARY 
SOCIAL-SERVICE  COMMIHEE 

I  take  pleasure  herewith  in  submitting  the  annual  report  for  the  year 
1943  on  the  activities  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee. 

The  Social  Service  and  Occupational  Therapy  Departments,  under  the 
supervision  of  their  able  Directors,  Mrs.  Dervend  and  Miss  Brokaw,  have 
continued  to  function  efficiently,  despite  the  rapidly  developing  changes 
which  have  necessitated  adjustments  in  both  departments. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary  are  deeply  grateful 
to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  Executive  Committee,  for  relinquishing  the 
Board  Room  for  use  as  additional  office  space  for  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment. 

Two  of  our  social  service  workers  resigned  last  spring  to  join  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross.  Miss  White  is  now  doing  field  work  in  this  country  and 
Miss  Engeman  has  been  sent  overseas  with  an  American  Red  Cross  Unit  to 
Africa.  We  v/ere  very  sorry  to  lose  these  two  workers  but  can  well  under- 
stand their  desire  to  join  in  the  war  effort. 

I  particularly  want  to  stress  the  splendid  work  of  the  social  service  staff, 
who  by  their  keen  understanding  of  the  patients'  needs,  solve  many  serious 
and  difficult  problems,  not  only  for  the  patients  but  also  for  their  families. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  which  had  outgrown  its  work- 
room long  since,  was  moved  last  summer  into  its  beautiful  new  quarters.  A 
section  of  the  Solarium  was  made  into  a  large  workroom,  with  a  private 
office  for  the  Director.  This  increase  in  space  has  made  it  possible  to  care 
for  many  more  patients,  both  functional  and  diversional,  and  permits  Miss 
Brokaw  privately  to  consult  with  patients,  which  previously  she  had  been 
unable  to  do  because  of  lack  of  space. 

This  department,  headed  by  its  director  and  two  assistants,  has  given 
1456  patients  11,415  diversional  and  functional  treatments  during  1943. 

The  United  Hospital  Fund  has  again  made  a  very  generous  allocation  to 
our  Committee.  These  monies  enable  us  to  continue  the  very  essential  work 
of  the  Social  Service  Department,  make  it  possible  for  us  to  assist  the  hos- 
pital with  the  salaries  of  this  department  and  permit  us  to  aid  the  sick  and 
the  needy,  when  help  from  outside  agencies  cannot  be  obtained. 

In  October,  three  teams,  each  headed  by  a  captain,  and  with  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander B.  Royce  as  group  leader,  were  organized  to  raise  money  for  the 
United  Hospital  Campaign.  It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  can  announce 
that  our  teams  almost  doubled  our  quota  and  obtained  458  subscriptions. 
At  the  final  meeting  of  the  Campaign,  held  at  the  Fund  Headquarters  in 
January,  the  following  evaluation  of  our  work  was  given.  We  obtained 
183  per  cent  of  our  quota,  and  were  given  a  total  rating  of  139  points;  41 
points  more  than  we  were  given  in  the  1942  Campaign.  Because  of  these 
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achievements,  our  group  was  awarded  second  prize  of  $750.00  and  two 
members  of  one  team  received  individual  prizes  for  their  own  work. 

I  personally  wish  to  thank  the  Group  Leader,  the  team  captains  and  the 
workers  for  their  splendid  help  and  cooperation.  If  it  had  not  been  for 
their  joint  efforts,  we  could  not  have  achieved  this  splendid  result. 

The  volunteer  report  needs  no  explanation.  For  want  of  space  I  am  only 
able  to  give  certain  highlights  which  are  of  outstanding  importance.  I  quote 
from  Mrs.  Hoepli's  annual  report  as  follows:  "It  is  with  great  pleasure  and 
pride  that  the  Volunteer  Department  submits  its  annual  report."  I  am  in 
complete  accord  with  this  statement.  The  statistics  for  1941 — 1942 — 1943 
speak  for  themselves  and  I  am  certain  that  the  members  of  the  Women's 
Board  join  me  in  extending  to  Mrs.  Hoepli,  Mrs.  Elms  and  to  all  the  volun- 
teers, their  warmest  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  splendid  work  they 
have  accomplished  in  this  past  year. 

To  continue — 

In  1941  99  volunteers  gave  6,720  hours 
In  1942  244  volunteers  gave  17,688  hours 
In  1943    475  volunteers  gave  37,101  hours 

Of  these  total  hours  for  1943,  it  is  notable  that  over  16,000  hours  have 
been  given  by  155  Nurses  Aides  and  the  balance  of  the  hours  has  been 
spread  proportionately  throughout  the  hospital. 

Seven  volunteers  were  placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  for  giving  over  500 
hours  and  four  were  given  Honorable  Mention  for  giving  over  400  hours. 

Mrs.  Henry  Alker,  who  is  a  Major  in  the  Voluntary  Nurses  Corps  work- 
ing with  the  Armed  Forces,  continues  as  Chairman  of  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, and  despite  her  work  outside  of  our  hospital,  gives  us  many  hours 
of  her  time. 

Mrs.  Bethuel  Webster,  Chairman  and  Treasurer  of  the  Patient's  Library, 
reports  that  it  is  continuing  to  function  smoothly  despite  an  almost  con. 
stant  shifting  of  the  volunteer  personnel.  Fifteen  volunteers  distributed 
8949  books  and  magazines  to  3667  adult  patients  and  to  2375  children. 
Also  2459  books  and  magazines  were  loaned  to  staff  members  and  em- 
ployees. We  have  an  inventory  of  5176  books,  an  increase  of  more  than 
300  volumes  over  last  year.  Thanks  are  especially  due  Mrs.  Osborne  for 
her  work  which  has  continued  throughout  the  whole  year. 

The  Corner  Shop  keeps  busy  and  is  still  well-stocked,  despite  Mrs.  Ring's 
difficulty  in  obtaining  merchandise.  The  volunteers  take  the  cart  well 
equipped  with  cigarettes,  crackers,  candy,  magazines,  etc.,  through  the 
wards  twice  weekly.  This  additional  work  is  found  to  be  very  worthwhile, 
as  it  has  proven  to  be  very  helpful  to  the  patients,  especially  the  ones  who 
are  bed-ridden. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  Union  League 
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Club  for  again  inviting  loo  children  of  our  Out-Patient-Department  to 
their  delightful  Christmas  party.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 

In  presenting  this  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Social  Service  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1943,  the  Director  and  staff  members  of  the  department 
wish  to  acknowledge  gratefully  the  assistance  extended  to  them  by  the 
Board  of  Managers,  by  Mrs.  John  H.  Reynolds,  the  Chairman,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service  Committee,  Dr.  Philip  D. 
Wilson  and  the  members  of  the  Medical  Staff,  and  Mr.  F.  Wilson  Keller, 
the  Director  of  the  Hospital.

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There  have  been  more  than  the  usual  number  of  staff  changes  this  year 
resulting  in  gaps  in  our  service  that  other  staff  members  have  filled  in  ad- 
dition to  carrying  their  own  regular  responsibilities.  At  present  the  staff 
consists  of  the  Director,  seven  social  workers  and  three  secretaries. 

We  are  all  deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  Hoepli,  Chairman  of  Volunteers,  for 
the  excellent  placements  she  has  made  in  our  Department  this  past  year. 
Mrs.  Elms  and  Miss  Hill  have  continued  to  render  valuable  service  of 
many  different  kinds.  Several  volunteers  have  given  clerical  and  secretarial 
assistance.  Recently,  Mrs.  Bertha  Dunn  has  organized  our  new  social  service 
clothes  closet  and  is  now  in  complete  charge  of  all  clothing  and  other  sup- 
plies that  come  to  the  Social  Service  Department  for  distribution  to  patients. 
Miss  Elaine  Kaufman,  a  senior  at  Endicott  College  in  Massachusetts,  gave  us 
six  weeks  of  full  time  volunteer  service  while  she  was  having  her  long  va- 
cation between  school  semesters. 

Two  students  from  the  New  York  School  of  Social  Work,  Columbia 
University,  came  to  us  for  the  first  half  of  the  year  for  field  work  super- 
vision. Mrs.  Patek  and  Miss  Pomeroy  acted  as  student  supervisors. 

During  the  summer  a  considerable  amount  of  staff  time  and  effort  is 
required  in  connection  with  the  summer  vacation  program.  This  year  place- 
ment difficulties  increased  because  a  number  of  camps  and  vacation  homes 
used  in  previous  years  did  not  open  for  lack  of  adequate  personnel.  How- 
ever, we  sent  162  children  to  the  country  at  an  average  cost  to  our  depart- 
ment of  $4.05  for  each  vacation,  or  $1.03  per  vacation  week.  The  average 
length  of  vacation  for  each  child  was  three  weeks.  The  total  cost  to  the 
department  was  $657.00.  The  shortest  vacation  consisted  of  one  week  for  a 
young  girl  who  attends  our  Scoliosis  Clinic  and  who  has  recently  secured 
employment  as  a  sales-girl  in  a  large  department  store;  she  was  proud  to 
pay  from  her  own  earnings  the  $5.00  a  week  scholarship  rate  arranged  for 
her.  The  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home  was  so  handicapped  by  lack  of  staff 
this  summer  that  they  could  accept  only  thirty-three  children  for  one  month 
each,  instead  of  the  usual  forty  for  two  months.  The  Oakhurst  Summer 
Home  provided  delightful  and  healthful  vacations  for  37  children,  mostly 
spastics.  The  Blythedale  Home  at  Valhalla,  N.  Y.,  accepted  eleven  older 
girls,  who  had  recent  spine  fusion  operations.  The  Rebecca  Witherell  Open 
Air  Fund  provided  $409.00,  which  met  the  cost  of  Blythedale  vacations  and 
provided  transportation  to  Southampton.  Planning  "fresh  air"  vacations 
costs  considerable  staf?  time.  However,  it  is  always  a  satisfaction  to  send 
our  city  children  away  to  the  country  knowing  that  they  will  not  only  have 
a  healthful  time  but  a  great  deal  of  fun.  Check-up  examinations  in  the 
various  clinics  have  substantiated  our  firm  belief  that  the  country  vacations 
are  worthwhile. 

The  problem  of  patient  transportation  was  met  this  year  with  the  splen- 
did assistance  of  a  number  of  outside  organizations.  The  American  Red 
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Cross  Motor  Corps  has  provided  ambulance  service  for  stretcher  patients. 
The  American  Women's  Hospital  Reserve  Corps  has  been  most  generous 
with  transportation  for  chnic  patients.  The  Greater  New  York  Chapter  of 
the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  has  paid  for  taxi  transpor- 
tation for  several  polio  patients.  The  Walter  Scott  Foundation  has  also  pro- 
vided taxi  fare  on  a  number  of  occasions.  The  number  of  patient  bus  trips 
made  by  the  Association  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children  to  this  hospital 
during  1943  was  529. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  an  expression  of  apprecia- 
tion to  the  different  organizations  which  have  helped  provide  our  patients 
with  appliances  and  orthopedic  shoes.  The  Greater  New  York  Chapter  of 
the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  and  the  Association  for 
the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance  to  this 
department.  The  Walter  Scott  Foundation  always  responds  to  any  call  for 
aid.  During  this  last  year  the  total  expenditures  of  this  Foundation  on  be- 
half of  our  needy  children  amounted  to  $1095.59. 

Dr.  Richmond  Stephens  once  again  brought  us  a  generous  contribution 
to  maintain  the  Hopper  Fund  which  provides  appliances  for  either  children 
or  adults.  Madam  Jacques  Balsan  demonstrated  her  continued  interest  in 
the  work  of  our  department  by  a  liberal  gift.  Mrs.  Mary  Ann  Riaboff,  one 
of  our  volunteers,  and  Mrs.  Percy  Sabin,  a  member  of  our  Women's  Auxil- 
iary, presented  us  with  cash  to  use  for  patients'  needs. 

It  has  been  interesting  to  note  the  increasing  number  of  donations  from 
persons  who  have  previously  attended  clinic.  Many  who  were  formerly  on 
Home  Relief  or  who  lived  on  very  low  incomes  are  now  employed  in  de- 
fense work.  A  patient,  who  is  employed  in  an  aircraft  factory,  brought 
$7.50  which  is  the  price  of  a  truss  he  was  given  two  years  ago  when  unem- 
ployed. One  girl  in  her  teens,  who  has  a  clerical  position  and  is  attending 
college  at  night,  contributed  $1.50  for  the  Christmas  fund  from  her  $18.00 
a  week  salary.  The  parents  of  a  little  girl,  who  was  a  patient  for  months  in 
this  hospital,  gave  one  hundred  dollars  as  an  expression  of  their  gratitude 
for  the  services  of  our  department  at  a  time  when  they  were  unable  to  pro- 
vide adequately  for  their  child. 

Ever  since  the  Social  Service  Department  was  organized  in  this  hospital, 
its  quarters  have  been  cramped ;  the  Director  shared  her  office  with  two  or 
more  staff  members  and  there  was  no  possibility  of  private  interviews  with 
anyone.  We  are  all  more  grateful  than  we  can  express  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  their  generosity  in  vacating  their  own  Board  Room  in  favor 
of  the  Social  Service  Department. 

Cooperation  with  war-time  agencies  such  as  the  Army  Emergency  Relief, 
the  Navy  Relief  Society,  the  United  States  Seamen's  Service  and  American 
Red  Cross  in  the  provision  of  service  to  the  families  of  the  men  in  the 
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Armed  Forces  has  made  demands  on  our  staff.  Considerable  time  of  the 
social  worker  is  required  for  interviewing  the  patient,  discussing  the  prob- 
lem with  his  physician,  making  arrangements  for  treatment  and  sending 
reports  to  the  referring  agencies.  Service  men  who  have  been  discharged 
on  account  of  medical  disabilities  frequently  require  assistance  in  securing 
adequate  medical  care  prior  to  the  time  they  are  certified  for  assistance  from 
the  Veteran's  Administration,  which  takes  from  three  to  five  months.  Dur- 
ing this  period  a  service  man  may  be  acutely  in  need  of  assistance. 

The  Federal  Emergency  Maternity  and  Infant  Care  Program  provides 
needed  maternity  service  for  wives  of  service  men  and  medical  care  for 
their  babies  who  are  under  one  year  of  age.  We  are  using  this  service  for 
babies  with  congenital  deformities  such  as  cleft  palate  or  hare  lip  and  with 
certain  orthopedic  conditions.  As  in  the  case  of  petitions  for  State  Aid, 
these  arrangements  involve  considerable  "paper  work."

HISTORY 

The  Hospital  o^  the  Society  first  opened  its  doors  in  May  of  the 
year  1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously.  The  first 
hospital  building  of  only  twenty-eight  beds,  situated  at  97  Second 
Avenue  was  soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year  1 870  the  Institution  moved 
to  a  fine  new  building  which  stood  on  the  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue 
and  Forty-Second  Street,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Hotel  Com- 
modore. Dr.  James  Knight,  the  founder  and  "Resident  Physician  and 
Surgeon"  served  faithfully  until  his  death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr.  Virgil 
P.  Sibney,  who  followed  him  as  "Surgeon-in-Chief,"  served  until  1924. 
During  these  thirty-seven  years,  the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Institution 
that  merely  provided  for  the  care  of  incurable  cripples  into  one  of 
the  few  progressive  hospitals  in  the  United  States  for  the  treatment 
of  orthopaedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was  only  a  home  to 
house  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of  bones  and  joints, 
or  with  paralysis,  it  became,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Gibney,  an 
active  unit  for  the  development  of  reconstruction  surgery  and  soon 
the  reputation  of  its  surgeons  were  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital 
during  these  years  which  were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who 
formerly  would  have  remained  crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives,  a 
burden  on  the  community. 

Having  in  the  year  1912  outgrown  the  hospital  building  on  Lexing- 
ton Avenue,  the  patients  were  moved  to  the  present  modern  plant 
at  32!  East  Forty-second  Street.  Here  during  the  last  thirty-one 
years  the  Hospital  has  been  carrying  on  its  good  work  for  humanity. 

During  the  last  decade  the  teaching  facilities  have  been  greatly 
developed  in  order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors.  This 
has  called  for  expansion  in  all  of  the  departments  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Clinics,  for  which  the  Hospital  has  always  been  famous,  have 
been  enlarged,  new  laboratories  have  been  provided,  the  X-ray  De- 
partment has  been  expanded,  new  facilities  have  been  added  to 
the  Physical  Therapy  Department  and  a  Medical  Library  has  been 
created. 

These  Internal  Improvements  for  teaching  have  done  much  to 
better  the  care  given  to  the  patients.  Today  not  only  are  the  patients 
receiving  the  best  care  that  is  possible  with  the  most  modern  forms 
of  treatment,  but  the  Institution  Is  also  sending  forth  fully  trained 
surgeons  to  practice  their  specialties  throughout  the  world.
